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DETAILED ACTION / REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1: The nearest available prior art of record, Kirkpatrick (US 4,958,06 
teaches (se figures 1 and 3) a bar code' in the front windshield of a vehicle. See column 4, lines 
1 8-36 : The bar code is scanning which automatically leads to a checking of the vehicle. In 
particular, there is a check to see if the vehicle is stolen. Extemally stopping a car identified as 
stolen is taught by Muise et al. (US 6,072,248): Gerber (US 5,568,406) teaches scanning a 
license plate in order to make ja determination that a vehicle is stolen, by checking police net. In 
the examiner's view, motive to combine all three of the above wotild be based largely on 
hindsight. Also, nowhere in the prior art is it taught or suggested to have a barcode between in 
the inner dnd outer layers of the rear safety glass as recited in claim 1 . 

Re claim 2: In addition to the reasons of claim 1, nowhere in the art is it suggested to 
have a pistol bullet inside a barrel located inside the wheel cover. 

Re claim 3: In addition to the reasons of claim 1, nowhere in the art is it suggested to 
have knives located inside the wheel covers.
